PRESIDENT SPENCER SAYS 
SITE IS NOT LARGE ENOUGH 


But He and Major Hanson Declare 
They Are Open to Conviction. 
President Thomas Thinks 
Site Is Adequate—Views 
-of Other Officials. ’ 


Deciicd by the depot commission to 
employ a competent architect or civil 
engineer of national reputation to inves- 
tigate the state’s terminal property in 
Atlanta and prepare ground plans for a 
guitable and adequate union passenger 
station. 

This was. the sum total result of the 
conference between ‘the railroad officials 
and the depot commission held yesterday 
in Govcrnor Candler’s office. ‘The discus- 
sion between the railrcad officials and 
ihe commission jasted all the morning, 
and it was at the ineeting of the commis- 
sion in the afternoon that this action 
Was taken. 

Und:cr the resolution adopted, 
Candler will enter into correspondence at 
cnce with variou; architects and civil 
engineers of national preminerce, asking 
them to submit proposals for preliminary 
work ruch as is desired, and when their 
replies are -eceived anvther meeting of 
the con missicn will be called. 

The resolution adopted contemplates the 
preparation simply of ground plans. oF 
plans designed to show whether or not 
sufficient track room for a union station 
can b« securcd on the present site. When 
an cngineer cr architect has been secur- 
ed, which will probably he within the 
next ten days or two weeks at latest, he 
will be asked to prepare these preliminary 
plans as speem@ly as possibile, and when 
they are ready it is contemplated to have 
another conference with the railroad offi- 
cials, at which the matter can be proper- 
ly discussed, and, perhaps, a definite con- 
clusion reached. 

The necessity for the emplevment of 
puch an arcnitect grows out of the fact 
that several of the railroads do not be- 
lieve an adequate stafistn can be con- 
structed on the stat’’s property. They 
said they must be fatisfied that this can 
be done befcre they are willing to give 
their assent to the proposition made by 
the state. Principal among these taking 
this stand age the Southern ard tho Cen- 
tral of Georgia. 

The Objections Raised. 


The positions of all the railroads were 
stated at the eonterence. TWo of them 


refuscd to assent until they had seen the 
them accepted the state's 
proposai provided all the others do and 
satisfactory plans can be provided, and 
two others expressed a willingness to as- 
gent outright provided the other roads 
did so. 

President Spencer declared the South- 
e->n had always maintained the site was 
inadequate or too small, but was still 
open to conviction if it could be shown 
there was sifficient space on the state's 
property. First, however, he wanted to 
gee the plans and know, before giving as- 
eent, that there weuid be sufficient room. 

President Sp@ocer odjected to the whole 
responsibility being put upon him, and 
declared emphatically, in answer to a 
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question of Mr. Gower,..that . if.a. cate- 
gorical answer were demanded at once, 
he would say that there was not sufticient 
rcom on the state's prop@rty, and end the 
matter. H» desired, however, that the 
subject. be tirst praperly investigated and 
exhausted. 

Major J. F. Harson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Central, took 
practically the same pesition as did Pres- 
ident Spencer. H-» was firm in the belief 
that there was not sufficient room on the 
rroposed site. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, believed 
there was room enough, and thought a 
fully adequate station could be _  con- 
structed thare. 

President C. A. Wickersham, of the At- 
lanta and West Point, did not think there 
was space enouch, but was willing to 
take his chances «long with the other 
rcads. 

The Seaboard Air Line and the Georgia 
were willing to accept the proposal! pro- 
vided the other railroads did.

Railroads’ Reply Read. 

It was 10:30 aclock when the confer- 
ence was called to order by Governor 
Candler, the delay being due to the late 
arrival of the train on which President 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and §t. Louis, came. Governor Candler 
briefly outlined the object of the cen- 
ference, and said the state was prepared 
to deal fairly and without prejudice 
with the railroads, 

Mr. Gress wanted to hear from the 
Southern railway. At the suggestion that 
the Seaboard Air Line should be repre- 
sented Attorney E. T. Brown stated that 
the Seaboard was a tenant of the lessee, 
and would submit to any agreement the 
lessee might- see fit to make. 

President Spencer wanted to hear first 
from the railroads which had accepted 
the state’s proposal. He wanted to know 
Major Thomas’ attitude. Major Thomas 
said his position was fully stated in 
his letter to the governor, and suggest- 
ed that the letter be read. Secretary 
John Holder read the letter, which has 
already appeared in The. Constitution.

Governor Candler’s Letter. 

The next letter read was Governor 
Candler’s reply to Mr. Spencer's letter. 
Governor Candler’s letter was a lengthy 
one, and called special attention to the 
fact that three years ago the Southern, 
among other roads, had submitted to the 
state the saime ovroposition as is con- 
tained in the present #:t and which is 
not considered satisfactory. Governor 
Candler said that the difficulties alluded 
to by Mr. Spencer could be overcome, 
and spoke of the fact that the state 
had always dealt liberally with the rail- 
roads, especially the Southern; that it 
had allowed that road to parallel its own 
line to Chattanooga and that it had al- 
lowed it to come into the state without 
a Georgia charter. 

When the reading of the 
letter was concluded Mr. Gress made a 
statement with reference to the depot 
site. 

Mr. Gress: The pcsition taken by Mr. 
Spencer is that the ground is not large 
enough and that the appropriation is 
not ample. I had a commission appoint- 
ed for the purpose of investigating this 
matter. I never was convinced that the 
ground was not fully ample. It was 
shown to me by Major Thomas, a lifetime 
railroad man,. that there was room 
enough. I visited the station at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, a city of 136,000 inhabitants, 
and found it constructed on very much 
the same sort of a site as this. It is 
Only 120 feet wide. I came to the con- 
clusion that a depot could be built on this 
this depot is now used as a 
drilling yard, and that work could be 
transferered elsewhere. The tracks 
through a depot constructed here would 
be nearly ample for two trains. The 
ground floor, under the plan adopted, 
could be utflized entirely for tracks, and 
we could have a station that would be 
ample for many years to come. Proba- 
bly by this time Mr. Spencer would con- 
trol all the railroads entering here and 
he could then do as he pleases. 

Mr. Spencer: I will probably stop hay- 
ing anything at all to do with rail- 
roads long before that time. 

Mr. Cann: I renew my original mo- 
tion that the railroads be heard from as 
to whether they will accept the state's 
proposal. I om only interested @r the 
state; the lessee can take care of him- 
seif. What we want to know is what 
the railroads will do. 

Mr. Cann’s motion was carried. Presi- 
dent Spencer, of the Southern,’ then 
stated his views of the matter. He said 
in part:

At a meeting Dckince managers 
in New York yesterday it was decided 
that fire insurance rates should go up 2% 
per cent. . 

This statement will be made today by 
The Insurance’ Herald, of Atlanta; which 
received the information last night from 
private sources. 

The meeting was largely attended, rep- 
resentatives from nearly every prominent 
company now doing business in Lhe 
United States being present. - 

The increased rates are to take effcct 
at an early date and will appiy on all 
mercantile and manufaeturing properties, 
but not on dwellings and household goods. 

The meeting at which this decision was 
reached was called by the officials of son.ec 
of the more prominent companies for the 
purpose of agreeing on measures to offset 
the effects of the appalling fire losses of 
the last year and particularly of the last 
few weeks. . i 

For two years few lof the companies 
have made any moneys Those that man- 
aged to get through 1 without a loss 
have for. months ec ished the h»-pe 
that during 1902 ey would be 
able to meke back e of the gvod 
money burnt up urigg. the past 
year. The enormous : losses since. Jan- 
uary, aggregating nearly $20,000,000 have 
dashed their hopes t@ destruction, and 
the manage-s came to the conefusion that 
something radical had t@ be @bne at once, 

All guring the pas r the companies 
have. endeavored. to “themselves 
by withdrawing from wnprofitable sec- 
tions and curtailing lines, but even this 
heroic treatment has failed to bring about 
the desired effect, as the losses have con- 
tinued to, eat up the premium incomes. 

Capital interested in the fire insurance 
business has become extremely sensitive, 
and especially in the southern and wesc- 
ern states, where much legislation unfa- 
vorable to the operations of the compa- 
nies is in effect and taxes that the com- 
panies claim are exorbitant are yearly 
exacted. 

At the meeting in New York it was de- 
cided, that in states where tariff associa- 
tions are barred the companies should 
make the increase in rates in their indi- 
vidual capacities.

Il 
want to disclaim any such intention. It 
is my intention to answer directly and 
with a canauor eveh that probably wus not 
called for, 

“Stress has been laid on the similarity 
of the propositions of 1899 and 1900 as 
made by the railroads. Kveryone must 
acquit the’ Southern Railway Company 
ana every otner railroad of inconsistency, 
if it cannot accept the proposition from 
the state simply because the proposition 
as originaily made is similar in many 
respects to the recent act. We were 
asked to renew that proposition of 1900 
in January, 1901. The state rejected the 
proposition of 19v0, at least it aid not ac- 
cept it within the limit of time. We were 
asked in writing to renew it and dis- 
tinctiy stated we could not do so. We 
gave as one of the reasons in a letter 
to Major Thomas that we assented to 
the proposition originally because it was 
then understood to be desired by the 
authorities of the state. ‘Ihe proposition 
was never attractive to this company, 
both en account of the lack of space and 
the amount of the rental. 

“My letter was published in the At- 
lanta papers at the time and I thought 
our position on the subject was fully 
known. I want to state the situation 
clearly, because if there are similarities 
between the proposal made by the rail- 
roads and that now made by the state, 
there is not the slightest obligation, busi- 
ness or moral, upon any railroad to ac- 
cept the one you now propose to make, 
simply for the reason that we made one 
that bore similarity to it. The Southern 
went with great réluctance into that 
plan, and nothing but a desire to coop- 
erate with the state in securing what it 
wanted actuated us. If anybody but the 
state had put forward tnat proposition it 
would not have been considered for a mo- 
ment. I hope I have made clear that 
there is no inconsistency on our part, that 
the charge of inconsistency cannot poss!- 
bly find any lodgment in this case. 

‘In the next place, the two proposi- 
tions are not alike. The railways agreed 
to the erection of a station, but on 
grounds larger and more extended than 
the state’s property. The nailroads dis- 
tinctly agrecd that if additional ground 
was necessary they would pay intere@t of 
4 per cent on the cost of acquiring it. 
It was also provided that the plans and 
specifications be first mutually agreed 
upon. That reserved to the railroads the 
right to wait until they were satisfied 
with the plans proposed for the new sta- 
tion. There was another proposition that 
the state build a station upon practically 
the present site, the state to lease the 
prope to a union station company. 
The plans provided for a larger station 
than could be built on the state’s prop- 
erty alone. If tnese planss could have 
been carried out, it is not likely tnat we 
would have purchased additional land 
elsewhere for the purpose of building a 
station of our own. Under the circum- 
stances you must acquit me of bringing 
up the question of the inadequacy of the 
site as a new proposition. The Southern 
has always been on record in that mat- 
ter.

“I think at the very tnreshhold of this 
question we should have a fair idea of 
what is practical and what can be car- 
ried dut.

SCHLEY IS NO HERO, 
NEITHER IS SAMPSON 


Roosevelt Decides That Neither 
Deserves. Special Credit Be- 
cause of Santiago Baille 


LOOP MADE BY BROOKLYA 
STYLED: GRAVE. MISTAKE 


Barring That, Schley Did Well, but 
Sampson Was Technically in 
Command—Captains Fought 
Battle—Wainwright Real 
Hero of Battle. 


Washington, February 19.—The decision 
of President Roosevelt on the appeal of 
Rear Admiral Schley was given to the 
press tonight. The decision in full is xs 
follows: 

White House, February 18, 1802.—I have 
received the appeal of Admiral Schley 
and the answer thereto from the navy 4de- 
partment. I have examined both with 
the utmost care, 2s well as the preceding 
appeal to the secretary of the navy. I 
have read through al! the _ testimony 
taken before the ccurt and tne state- 
ments of the counsel fcr Admirals Samp- 
son and Schley; have exsmired all the 
official reports of every ikind in reference 
to the Santiago naval Aampaign, copies 
cf the log books and Aignal books, and 
the testimony before the court of claims, 
and have also personaNv had before me 
the four surviving captains of the five 
ships, aside from those of the two ad- 
mirals, which were actively engaged at 
Santiago. 


IF ADMIRAL SCHLEY ERRED 
HIS ERRORS WERE CONDONED 


It appears that the court of inquirv 
was unanimous in its findings of fact and 
unanimous in its expressions of opinion 
cn most of its findings of fact. No appeal 
is made to me from the verdict of the 
court on these points where it. was unani- 
rrous. I have, however, gone carefully 
over the evidence on these points also. I 
am satisfied that on the whole the court 
Cid substantial justice. It should have 
specifically condemned the failure to en- 
force an efficient night blockade at Santl- 
ago while Admiral Schley was in com- 
mand. On the other hand, I feel that 
there is a reasorablé doubt Wwhéther he 
did rot move his squadron with sufficient 
expedition from port to port. The court 
is a unit in condemning Admiral Schley’; 
action on the point where it seems to me 
he most gravely erred: his “retrograde 
movement” when he abandonec the block- 
ade, and his digmbedience of orders and 
misstatement of facts in relation thereto. 
lt should be remembered, however, that 
the majority of these actions which the 
court censures occurred five weeks or 
more before the fight itself; and it cer- 
tainly seems that if Admiral Schley's 
actions were censurable he should fiot 
have been left as second in command 
under Admiral Sampson. His offenses 
were in effect condoned when he was not 
called to account for them. Admirai 
Sampson, after the fight, in an official 
letter to the department alluded for the 
first time to Admiral Schley’s ‘‘reprehen- 
sible conduct’’ gix weeks previously. If 
Admiral Schley was guliity of reprehen- 
sible conduct of a kind which called for 
such notice from Admiral Sampson, then 
Admiral Sampson ought rot to have left 
loam as senior officer of the blockading 
squadron cn the 3d ef July, when he 
(Sampson) steamed away on his proper 
errand of communication with General 
Shafter. 

QUESTION OF COMMAND 
REVIEWED BY ROOSEVELT 

We can, therefore, for our present 
purposes dismiss consideration of so 
much of the appeal as relates to any- 
thing except the battle. As regards ‘this, 
the point raised in the appeal is be- 
tweeen Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley, as to which was in c#mmand, 
and as to which was entitled to the 
credit, if either of them was really en- 
titled to any unusual and  peeminent 
credit by any special exhibition of genius, 
skill and courage. The court could have 
considered both of these questions, but 
as a matter of fact it unanimously ex- 
cluded evidence offered upon them, and 
through. its president announced its re- 
fusal to hear Admiral Sampson's side 
at all; and in view of such exclusion the 
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Neither Sampson Nor Schley Entitled to Any 
Unusual Reward-- Wainwright, of the 
Gloucester, the Real Hero.

HE salient features of President Roosevelt's decision in tre Schley 

case follow; 

All the accusations against Schley, based on his conduct prior 
to the baitie off Saxitiago, are thrown out. The president holds that if 
Admiral Schley erred during that period his offenses were condoned by 
his retention as second in command. 

On the question of command the president says: 

‘Technically Sampson commanded the fleet, and. Schley, as usual, 
the western division. ‘The actual factis, that after the batt'e was. 
joined not a helm was shifted, not a gun was fired, not’ a pound of 
steam was put on in the engine room aboafd any ship actively engaged 
in obedience to the order of either Sampson or Schley, save on their 
own two vessels. It was acaptain’s fight.’’ 

Sagipson was hardly more than technically inthe fight. His only 
claim for credit rests upon his work as commander in chief in plann- 
ing to meet the Spanish ships when they should come out. 

Schley is entitled, as is Captain Cook, to the credit for what the 
Brooklyn didin the fight. On the whole, the president finds that the 
Brooklyn did well, though he considers the vessel’s ‘‘loop*! the ‘‘one 
grave mistake’’ made by any American ship during the battle. 

The president considers thatthe most striking act of the battle was 
that ofthe Gloucester, whose commander, Wainwright, pushed into 
the fight through a hallof projectiles in order that he might do his part 
in destroying the two torpedo boats. For this conduct Wainwright 
was entitled to receive more than any other commander with the pos- 
sible exception of Clark, of the Oregon.

CREDIT FOR THE BLOCKADE 


GIVEN SAMPSON BY CLARK | 


Captain Clark's statement is as follows. 
The éredit for the blockade which led up 
to the fight is of course Admiral Sampson s. 
The position of the ships on the morning of 
the fight in a semicircle head-on to the i 
e 


bor, in consequence of which we were 
to close in at once, was his. In closigg in, 
that is, in making the first movements, we 


were obeying his instructions; though as a 
matter of fact we would all have closed in 
any way. instructions or no _ instructions. 
When the Spanish ships came out of the har- 
bor the navigator of my ship saw the New 
York to the eastward, but I received no signal] 
of any kind from thé New York during the 


action, nor was she near enough to signal 
directly to me until after the Colon sur- 
rendered. , 


The engagement may be said to have been 
divided into three parts: First, the fight 
roper, while the Spanish equadron was com- 
ng out of the harbor and until it was clear 
lof the Diamond shoais and def@itely headed 
westward; second, the running fight with the 
already damaged vessels as they fled west- 
ward, until the Teresa, Oquendo and Viscaya 
ran ashore; and third, the chase of the Colon, 
during which there was practically no fight- 
ing. During the first etage I did not see 
the Brooklyn or receive any signals from 
her. At the close of ttis stage the Oregon 
had passed the Iowa and Texas, and when 
we burst out of the smoke I saw the four 
Spanish ships going west apparently unin- 
jured, and followed hard after, at the same 
time observing the Brooklyn a little ahead 
and offshore. She was broadside to the 
Spanish vessels and was receiving the weight 
of their fire, and was returning it. The 
Brooklyn and the Oregon thereafter occupied 
substantially these positions as regards each 
other, being about equidistant from Je Spen- 
ish sh?ps as we successively overtook them, 
except when the Oregon attempted to close 
with the Oquendo. The heaviest fighting was 
at the harbor mouth and whfle the enemy 
was breaking through or passing our line. 
Not long after the running fight began the 
Teresa and then the Oquendo turned and 
went ashore, the Viscaya continuing for some 
distance farther before she also was beached. 
Throughout this running fight the Brooklyn 
and Oregon wert both hotly engaged, being 
ahead of any of our other ships; and we then 
constituted the western and what I regard 
as the then fighting division of our fleet.

In spite of the speed shown by- -the 
Oregon in this fight she had not been and 
fis mot classed as the fastest ship; but dur- 
ing all her service, in order that no scale 
should form in them, not one of our. boilers 
was used for condensing, though the result- 
ing discomfort for all hands was an addi- 
tional hardship for her commanding officer. 


ADMIRA LEVANS INSISTS 
SAMPSON WAS IN COMMAND 


The following is Admiral Evans’ state- 
ment: 


The credit for the blockading, for the .ar- 
rangement of the ships at the opening of .the 
@ght, and for the first movements forward 
into the fight must of course belong to Ad- 
gniral Sampson, whose orders we were put- 
ting into effect. When the fight began Ad- 
miral Sampson's ship, the New York, was 
in plain sight. I saw ‘her turning to over- 
take us. Throughout the fight I oonsidered 
myself as under his command, but I re- 
ceived no orders from him until the Viscaya 
was aground. Nor did I. receive any orders 
whatever ‘from the Brooklyn, nor should I 
have heeded them if I had received them, 
inasmuch -as I considered Admiral Sampson 
to be present and in command. 

The heavy. fighting was during the time 
when the Spanish vessels were coming out 
of the flarbor and before they had stretched 
fairly to the westward. When they thus 
stretched to the westward we all went, after 
them without orders—of course we could do 
nothing else. Untfl the Teresa and Oquendo 
ran ashore the Iowa was close behind the 
Oregon-and whead of the Texas, and all of 
us were firing steadily at the Spanish ships. 
The .Texas then recovered her speed for she 
was dead. in. the water after having backed 
to avoid the Brooklyn’ when the Brooklyn 
turned—and she went ahead of the Iowa. 
Both of us continued to fire at the Viscaya 
unti] .she went as@re. Then I stopped, but 
the Texas. followe: the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon after the Colon. 

When .the battle began the New York was 
mot: mruch farther to the eastward of me 
than the Brooklyn was to the westward.

TAYLOR AND WAINWRIGHT 
ON LOOP OF BROOKLYN 


Thes following is Admiral Taylor’ 
statement: 
-At the beginning of the fight the New 


York was about as far to the eastward of 
me as the Brooklyn was to the westward. 
The only signal I received from the New 
York was at the very close of the fight, when 
she signaled to me to return and guard the 
mouth of the harbor so that nothing should 
come out to attack our transports. I received 
no signal whatever from the Brooklyn, and 
should not have heeded any if one had been 
‘made, as [ considered Admiral Sampson pres- 
#.t and in command. From her position the 
Indiana took full part in the actuaj fight as 
the Spanish ships came out of the harbor. 
When they ran to the westward the Indiana 
fell behind, but continued firing at them and 
at the torpedo boats until all but the Colon 
were sunk or beached. I saw the Brooklyn 
turn and run out seaward, seemingly over a 
mite, about tHe time ‘the rear one of the 
‘Spanish ships turned to the west; if instead 
of making this loop the Brooklyn had stvod 
Straight in toward the Spaniards, as the other 
American ships did, it seemed to me that 
the fight would have been settled then, with- 
out need of the long chase. —

The following is Commander 
wright’s statement: 


At the outset of the fight the New York 
was not much farther away from me in one 
direction. than the Brooklyn was in the other 
and was in plain sight.

I made one to the 
New York just before the last torpedo boat 
sank.

HITS BY AMERICAN SHIPS 

, DISCUSSED BY PRESIDENT 
The survey of the damages of the four 
Spanish war vessels shows that in addi- 
tion. to several score nits by the 6pounder 
and i-pounder guns of the American 
fleet, they were struck forty-three times 
by the larger guns of 4 inches caliber 
and over. ‘The Colon, which eame out in- 
side the others and did comparatively 
little fighting, received but three of these 
nits. The other three ships, which bore 
the brunt of the action, received forty 
among them. Of these forty, eleven, ac- 
cording to the report of the board whicn 
examined into them, were by 4-inch guns, 
ten by 5-inch guns, four by either 4 or 
5b-inch (the board could not determine 
which), while one was by either a 5 or 
6-inch, twelve were by 8-inch and two 
by 12inch guns. All of our big ships 
except the Texas had 8-inch guns. Only 
the Téxas and Iowa had 12-inch guns. 
The Oregon and Indiana had 13-inch guns, 
and they and the Texas had 6-inch guns. 
The only 4-inch guns were on the Iowa; 
the only 5-inch guns on the Brooklyn. 
Therefore, on the “three Spanish ships 
which did the bulk of the fighting, out 
of the forty large: caliber. snots that 
struck. them eleyen certainly came from 
the Iowa, ten, certainly came. from the 
brooklyn, four--from either the Iowa or 
the Brooklyn, and two from either the 
Iowa or the Texas. Of’the’ three which 
struck the Colon two were 5-inch and 
must have come from the Brooklyn; one 
was either a 5-inch or a 6inch. It must 
be remembered ‘that the 4 and 5-inca guns 
were the only quick firers above 6-pound- 
ers in ‘our fleet, and that they were not 
only much more rapidly but much more 
surely handled than were the larger and 
slower-firing guns. The damage and loss 
of the American vessels were trivtal. 
The only loss suffered was aboard tae 
Brooklyn, where one man was killed and 
one wounded. In damage, the cost of 
the repairs shows that the Iowa suffered

Therefore the credit to which each of 
the two is entitled rests on matters apart 
from the claim of nominal command over 
the squadron; for so far as the actual 
fignt was concerned neither one nor the 
other in fact exercised. any command. 
Sampson was hardly more taan techni- 
cally in the fight. His real claim for 
credit rests upon his work as commander- 
in-chief; upon the excellence of the block- 
ade; upon the preparedness of the squad- 
ron; upon the arrangement of the ships 
head-on’in a semi-circle around the nar- 
bor; andthe standing orders in accord- 
ance with which they instantly moved 
to the attack of the Spaniards when the 
latter appeared.

Admiral Schley is rightly entitled—as is 
Captain Cook—to the credit of what the 
Brooklyn did in the fight.

“loop.”” It seriously marred the Brook- 
lyn’s otherwise excellent record, being in 
fact the one grave mistake made by any 
American ship that day. Had the Brook. 
lyn turned to the westward, that is, in 
the same direction that the Spanish ships 
were going, instead of in the contrary di- 
rection, she would undoubtedly have been 
in more ‘‘dangerous proximity” to them. 
But it would have been more dangerous 
for them as well as for her! This kind 
of danger must not be too nicely weighed 
by those whose trade it is to dare great- 
ly for the honor of the flag.

DEPOT PLANS 
TO BE DRAWN 


Railroad and State Officials 
Met Yesterday in Con- 
ference.

posed the semabruction of a new station 


within a year; this bill names three years 
as the limit. These are two important 
aifferences, and. then the plans and spec- 
ifications were to have been satisfactory 
before an agreement was made. If you 
propose to act under the terms of the bill, 
leaving the details to be worked out af- 
terward, you would put conditions never 
contemplated in the original proposition. ’ 

Mr. Speneer then discussed the ques- 
tion of rental. The bill proposed to 
charge 6 per cent on the $500,000 invested. 
That would make them pay 6 per cent 
On money paid out for damages to prop- 
erty owners and for other expenses from 
which the railroads could get no benefit. 
The original proposition of the railroads 
was that they pay 5 per cent. It was af- 
terwards decided that the state wanted 
at least per cent for the depreciation of 
buildings of this class, but it was never 
contemplated that the railroads should 
pay 6 per cent on money which went into 
property or for expenses where there was 
no depreciation. 

“I have heard for the first time today,” 
Mr. Spencer said, “of th@ proposal to 
erect an office building in connection with 
the depot for the purpose perhaps of giv- 
ing increased revenue to the lessees to 
compensate them for the outgo. The 
proposition of the railroads never con- 
templated that they should pay 6 per 
cent on such an investment. No plan 
that I have ever geen contemplated that 
kind of a structure. 

“The position of the Southern is ex- 
actly what I have stated in my letter to 
the governor. We are desirous of taking 
up this question with a view to arriving 
at some definite conclusion, if possible. 
The only difference between our letter 
and those of the other railroads is they 
said they would accept !@ the plans and 
specifications suited them, while I have 
said I would like to see the plans and 
specifications first. I believe fhat would 
better facilitate progress, and I thought 
that a more candid way of dealing with 
the matter. This question, for its size, pre- 
sents more complexities than any I have 
ever met with. I feel that the matter 
should first be gotten into some sort of 
shape. I did not feel that I should reply 
by naming conditions which are the 
whole question. 

“IT did mention that 6 per cent was a 
relatively high rate of interest for us, but 
if that is the only question and every- 
thing else can be agreed on, that shall 
not stand in the way of the Southern’s 
dealing with the state. 

Could Put Scuthern Out. 

“As to dealing with the Tessee, I wish 
to say I have never had the slightest dif- 
ference with’ Major Thomas. Under our 
present contract he could/put us out at 
will. We are in there simply by an ex- 
change of ietters. This, however, is a 
question which should be settled, and we 
shotfid be protected in our ‘occupancy of 


‘the station for the eighteen years that 


the lease is to run. 

“As to protection beyond that time, it 
is not provided for. Our desire for a 
union station hag prompted us to be pa- 
tient. We have always been willing to 
make some sacrifice in order to secure a 
union station. The. present bill does not 
provide for a union station beyond eight- 
een years. Any station you might build 
there cannot be a union station in 1920. 
Therefore the argument drops to the 
ground of injury to the state’s property 
because of a non-union station. Any sta- 
tion you might build there would not be 
an adequate, easy-working station two 
years from now. if at the end of eiguteen 
years the railroads are faced with the 
question of a non-unfon station, to all the 
the railroads except the Western and At- 
lantic, that becomes an important ques- 
tion. If they’ve got to buy land, is it not 
better to buy it now and prepare for the 
emergency? 

“I do not think this depot a good in- 
vestment for the state, but I leave that 
matter entirdy to you gentlemen who 
represent the state. If the Southern 
should withdraw from the depot tomor- 
row there would be more business in it 
than there was when the state road was 
leased to the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis. If so, no withdrawal by rea- 
son of any action of the Southern can 
destroy that property. 

“The Southern today desirés to remain 
there if a structure can be provided to 
hold it. We want to take up the ques- 
tion with you gerlatim, and are ready to 
at it through our engineers, operating 
ers or any way you see fit. We want 
to know whether the cardinal differences 
in the case can be overtome. If they 
can, I assure you you will have the co- 
operation of the Southern. A few dollars 
will not make any difference between the 
Southern and the state. But efficiency 
of operation is of primary importance, 
not only to us, but to Atlanta and to 
the entl¥e state.’ 

At the conclusion of President Spencer's 
remarks, Govesior Candler said: 

‘In justice to myself and Mr. Spencer, I 
want to disclaim any Intention of charg- 
ing him th a want of candor, I think 
he is quite candid, but I-did think he was 
a little cautious. I myself presented the 
case bluntly as he 4did.”’ 

Discussion of No Avail. 

Mr. Egleston: “It seems to me after 
Mr. Spencer’s remarks, nothing more can 
be accomplished by further discussion. 
Everybody knows the text of the Dill. 
We cannot get any more land. I think it 
advisable to appoint a committee from 
he railroad representatives and from 
this commission to get expressions from 
competent engineers and see what can be 
accomplished.” 

Mr.“ Brown: “This committee is not 
authorized to incur any expense until the 
primary quéstion of the acceptance of 
this depot is settled. The site is there 
and «it is well known what it comprises. 
Competent engineers have stated that a 
station could be Dullt on that site which 
would serve all purposes for fifty years 
to come. The question is therefore what 
do the railroads desire to do about it.” 
Mr. Egleston: “My idea was to ap- 
point a committee simply to save time. 
Nothing can be gained by further discus- 
sion here.”’ 

Major Thomas: . ‘‘We will bear our part 
of any expense incurred, for we know 
the committee cannot do anything under 
the bill until the railroads act.” 

Mr. Cann: If Mr. Spencer has given 
attention to this matter for so long 
a time he ought’ to know'’now whether a 
building can be erected on that site 
which the Southern ratiway will accept. 
If it cannot be done, let him reject it. 
If it can, let him say he will accept 
it if such a building is furnished. The 
railroads have investigated the matter 
and they know 4s well now as they will 
ever know what can be done. I would 
like to hear from aji the railroads.” 

Major Hanson’s Views. 

Maior Hanson: “Mr. Spencer yhas 
stated -the case fully and just as we 
have viewed it. I do not see how it is 
possible for any set of business. men 
to commit themselves on that proposition 
ona set of plans they have never seen, 
Until.the plans aré submitted we are 
not prepared to give a final answer. We 
do not believe a Ne ae can be built on 
thyt site viiich will accommodate the 
business.of Atlanta. We have never con- 
templated an office building there, and I 
do not consider it fair to tax the raii- 
roads rental for such a feature.”’

I don't think the 
sme _adquate, but am open to convic- 
on.’ 

Mr. Bower: “If the railroads are ab- 
sdlutely settled in the conviction that the 
site is too small there is no use of going 
any further.”’ 

Major Hanson: “I intended to say I 
don’t believe it practicable to build a 
depot there. But if the state can work 
out any plan we will be glad to cop- 
sider it.’’ 

Mr. Bower: “After four years expe- 
rience and the investigation of your en- 


gineers. do vou believe it possible to

Major Hanson. “I do not.” 


Mr. Bower (to Mr. Spencer): “Do you 
think that ground adequate for a union 


passenger station?’ 
Ready To Answer, if Necessary. 


Mr. Spencer: “You ask for my in- 
dividual opinion and I have given it. An 
adequate station cannot be built solely 
on the state’s property. I have held that 
opinion for three years. However, we 
do not hold our opinion infallible. I 
am open to conviction. I have not yet 
seen any plan which provides a sta- 
tion such as the railroads ought to have. 
Perhaps it can be done, and, aa I have 
said, ‘’w6 would make some sacrifice to 
get into a union station on the state's 
property. I do not think this question 
can be exhausted if the committee at 
this conference yome ia ets the opinions 
of one or two railroads. If you — 
tlemen want to thrust the responsibility 
on me without taking up this whole 
question under the bill—if you are go- 
ing to put the entire responsibility on 
the railroads, and insist on an answer 
at once, you'll get it. I, for one, tell 
you frankly I shall accept that responsi- 
bility. If you want a categorical answer, 
you'll get it at once. You'll get it this 
morning. I did not mean to say that 
the ground is not large enough for a 
proper station. If we are going to ex- 
haust the subject let us do it. There may 


be means of putting up a proper. sta- 
tion there and I want to go into the 
question. I don’t want to taka the 


whole responsibility, and will not unless 
you force it upon me. I would prefer 
to see the question exhausted in some 
other way. I don't agree with what has 
been stated in the construction of the 
act. (Mr. Spencer here read a para- 
graph from the act.) Hive you proceed- 
ed to enter into a contract with . the 
Yailroads? You have first got to bring 
this question up to the point of signing 
a contract, I protest ee the sug- 
gestion that some of the roads have 
agreed and some have not agreed. They 
have agreed ‘provided suitable . plans 
can be mutually agreed upon.’ There's 
the whole subject. We stand logically 
upon precisely the same ground as the 
other railroads. There are provis ons 
whieh afféct.us and wich do not affect 
the other roads. The question you have 
asked me shows that. you, haye pot in- 
vestigated the matter. If you insist on 
having ah answer I shall say I entertain 
that opinion, and I shall follcw with the 
statement that if you carry out the terms 
of the act 1 am open to conviction, 

It was agreed in the discussion that 


was all that was necessary for the pre- 
liminary consideration of the question. 

Mr. Spencer: “The situation was en- 
tirely changed when the Whitehall street 
viaduct was constructed. That presents 
a serious problem.”’ 

Mr. Wickersham: “I thought the com- 
mission had studied this matter and had 
determined that it could build an adequate 
depot. I said if the building Was accepi- 
able to all the other lines we would take 
cur chances with them. 1 believe it would 
be possible to pu® a station there, because 
we ere now handling more trains in that 
cld station than I ever thought it pos: 
sible to do. But such a station would 
cause a great dea) of delay, though we 
might get along with it. It would not be 
practical, and it certainly would be ex- 
pensive. I was in hopes you had devised 
@ plan.”’ 

Would Be Ready To Act. 


Mr. Spencer: “I don’t think the sug- 
gestion that we tell you what we need 
would make progress. Nothing will an 
gwer any purpose except careful study 
of the problem and an endeavor to adapt 
the station to the ground. You must en- 
deavor to work out the essentials of this 
problem. Adler & Cawthell prepared the 
Only depot, plan that we cver agreed to, 
but that was not solel¢ on the: state's 
property. It took in a purt of Wall street. 
But that plan could not be carried out 
without crossing the Whitehall street via- 
Guct at grade. Suppose the Southern and 
the Central should duplicate the letters of 
Messrs. Thomas and Scott?’ 

Mr. Brown: “Why then the commission 
would be ready to act.” 

Mr. Spencer: “Suppcee then when we 
got the plans we should say they were not 
satisfactory, where would the committee 
be? Nothing can be done until we get 
the plans and assent to them. I don’t see 
what you can accomplish by having a 
preliminary consent with a string attach- 
ed to it.” 

Governor Candler: “How can we find 
out what the needs of the railroads are? 
I suppose it would be well to take up ths 
matter with an expert not empoyed by 
any railroad, then ask the participation 
of and expression from the railroads. 
Their experts might sit in consultation 
with ours and work out some plan. Then 
we could call another conference and 
discuss it in detail. The railroads should 
then be able to give a distinct answer.”’ 
Major Thomas: “I dislike to be alone. I 
am fully convinced that an adequate sti- 
tion can be erected on the state’s proper- 
ty. Mr. Gilbert, the architect, assured me 
that the building of the Whitehall street 
viaduct woulc be no Aisadvantage, and 
sid a proper station cculd be built there 
for less than $500,000. i agree with Mr. 
Spencer that we Can come to no conclu- 
sion now.”’ 
Mr. Egleston: “I renew my resolution 
to appoint a committee of two from the 
commission, two from the raliroads, say 
representatives of the Southern and the 
lessee road, let them select an architect 
and proceed to devise ground plans and 
report not later than April 1.” 
here was some discussion of this mo- 
tion and firally the commission adjourned 
until afternoon with Mr. Egieston’s mo- 
ticn pending. 

To Employ an Architect. 


The representatives of the railroads 
were not present at <he afternoon session 
of the commission in the governor's pri- 
vate office. Attcrney General - Boykin 
Wright and Special Attorney E. YI.

TERROR REIGNS © 


AT BARCELONA 


City Bristles With Bayonets 
But Strikers Continue in 
a Defiant Mood. 


TWO HUNDRED KILLED 
AND HUNDRED WOUNDED 


Strikers Are “Sniping” the Soldiers. 
Trains Are Being Rocked and 
Threats Are Made To Use 
Dynamite—Famine 
Prevails. 


Barcelona, February 19.—Two. addi- 
tional regiments of infantry arrived here 
today and the city now bristles with 
bayonets. Troops are patrolling the 
streets, occasionally char@™™®& and dis- 
persing crowds. Shots were exchanged 
on the Gran Via. The rioters erected 
barricades in one of the suburbs, and 
the troops carried them at the point 
of the bayonet. The casualty list is 
lengthened by every conflict. Industrial 
and commercial life in Barcelona is par- 
alyzed. No goods arrived here yesterday 
and there is great scarcity of meat, 
bread and other foodstuffs. 

The university and all the schools are 
closed. The leaders of the workmen’s 
committees have been arrested and the 
meeting places have been closed. 

Teresa Claramunt is amoag the an- 
archists imprisoned. The pol’*e continue 
to make many arrests. 

The situation here does not improve and 
none of the strikers has resumed work. 
The authorities, finding it necessary to 
adopt drastic measures, have armed all 
the policemen with remington r:fles. 
Throughout the day there have been con- 
flicts in almost every quarter of the city 
in which many were wounded on both 
sides and in which the rioters often al- 
most overnowered the police. Two bat- 
teries oPFP'aitillery stationed here have 
been ordered to hold themselves in read- 
kness to occupy the principal streets of 
the city with tneir fleld pieces. The street 
car service has not yet been resumed. 
The proprietors of the newspapers here 
have agreed to suspend perblicattion until 
order js restored. At 8 o’clock this even- 
ing the fusilade continues in the different 
streets. A gendarme has been killed and 
a lieutenant wounded. 

Two Hundred Killed. 

Madrid, February 19.—According to the 
news received here a reign of terror pre- 
vails ‘at Barcelona. The printers’ on 
strike have threatened death of any of 
their comrades daring to resume work. 
There have been many cases where 
armed strikers concealed themselves and 
‘“‘sniped’’ the troops. At San Martin. a 
suburb of Barcelona, the strikers fired 
from the housetops on the troops. The 
latter thereupon fired at the balconies, 
killing a woman and a child. In one con- 
flict in the center of the town five men 
railroad bridges and fusilade the trains 
were killed and three were wounded. 3The 
owner of a factory was stabbed and 
killed by the strikers. 

It is. alleged that ahready two hundred 
persons have been killed'and one hundred 
wounded at Barcelaga, but the authorities 
conceal the real] figures. All the theaters 
are closed. The strikers assemble on the 
railroad bridges and fusilade th etrains 
with stones. They threaten to use dyna- 
mite unless the railroad companies stop 
running trains.

Ashley, who is noted among the red 
hills of Anderson as a “‘fist and skull” 
fighter, said something about knocking 
off Mr. Sinkler’s head. Mr. Sinkler, who 
fs from Charleston and és smal! of statue, 
retorted to the effect that if Mr. Ashley 
laid hands on him he would puf as many 
holes through his body as the chambers 
of a revolver contained bullets. Both 
men were very mad, but {t appears that 
Mr. Sinkler, who deeply resented the 
threats of the upcountryman, was un- 
armed.

fair.

Concealed Weapon Law. 

Efforts to repeal the act passed last 
wear tn reference to concealed weapons 
have failed. This law goes into effect 
July 1 next, and prohibits the carrying 
or sale of a pistol less than 20 inches in 
length. The fine of $200 imposed will be 
divided between the informant and the 
public schools, and is sufficient to Keep 
dealers out of the business. It is sur- 
mised that there will be a brisk trade tn 
firmearms in the adjacent towns of neigh- 
boring states. 

Both houses have agreed to the consol- 
{dation of the Asheville and Spartanburg, 
the South Carolina and Georgia, the Car- 
olina Midland and the Sout Carolina and 
Georgia Extension Railro@, companies, 
the consolidated company to be leased to 
tie Southern. The only proviso is that 
none of the roads shall ever be disman- 
tled or abandoned.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL CONFER- 
ENCE NOW IN SESSION. 


Booker T. Washington Will Preside 
at All of the Meet- é, 


ings. 


Tuskegee, Ala., February 19.—The elev- 
enth annual session of the Tuskegee ne- 
gro conference assembled at the Tus- 
kegee Normal and Industria] institute 
today. Booker T. Washington will pre- 
side at al] the meetings. At the opening 
session Principal Washington said: 

“It is most encouraging to note that 
the time has come when northern people 
and southern people can cooperate in 
the uplifting of all classes who need 
assistance. 

“It is with a race as with an in- 
dividual. The place te begin to make im- 
provement is right where it is. If we 
cannot improve our condition in the 
south, I do not believe there are many 
spots on earth where we can do so. There 
is an opportunity open in the south for 
any black man to purchase a farm and 
make an independent living upon that 
farm. Agriculture will give the race the 
foundation upon which to build and pre- 
pare itself for more important things. 

“Throughout the south the youth of our 
race should be constantly reminded that 
we have the occupations that tend to ad- 
vance the mechanical and domestic em- 
ployments practically in our hands. 

“There is nothing in politics or any 
other venture of life that can begin 
to compare in importance just now to 
the negro’s securing a home and becom- 
ing a tax payer and educating his children 
into all the important oceupations that 
are about his doors. The most lasting 
and potent protection the negro can have 
in any part of the country is for him to 
become the most successful man in his 
community.”

General Wilson on Cuba. 

Some surprise is voiced by the re- 
publican press that General James H. 
Wilson, in his Chicago address, de- 
clared that the United States has done 
“practically nothing’ for the rehabili- 
tation of the + Sa of Cuba. His 
statement is resented and many fig- 
ures of money spent in Cuba for pub- 
lic service and improvements are pa- 
raded to refute him. 

But all those are beside the mark. 
General Wilson knows what he is talk- 
ing about and can easily confound 
these superficial critics. He was for 
more than a year in command as mil- 
itary governor of the two important 
provinces of Matanzas and Santa 
Clara. During that time he was the 
most assiduous student of the condi- 
tions of the country and the people. 
He caused the most exhaustive inspec- 
tion of those conditions to be made 
by army officials, and his compilations 
of taeir detailed reports furnished him 
with data that cannot be questioned. 

Because he thus, and by personal 
tours throughout the island, knew per- 
fectly the industrial poverty and needs 
of the people, he urged Governor Gen- 
eral Brooke and the secretary of war to 
devote the necessary money for put- 
ting the masses of the Cuban people 
upon a self-supporting footing. He ad- 
vised the purchase of oxen, carts, 
plows, hoes and other required instru- 
ments of agriculture and the building 
of houses for the country peasantry. 
With these things, the cost of which 
they were afterwards to return in in- 
stallment payments, the people of 
Cuba could in a single year have been 
made independent in the necessaries 
of their daily Hfe. 

The policy so strongly urged by Gen- 
eral ‘Wilson was not adopted and the 
consequences are before us in the ab- 
ject helplessness of the masses and 
the plea of the planters for tariff con- 
cessions, in order that sugar and to 
bacco raising may be made profitable 
and so supply work and wages to la- 
bor. General Wilson was right in pol- 
icy then and is right in his indictment 
of conditions in Cuba now.

Suicide as a Personal Right. 
In the goodly city of Brotherly Love, 
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‘“‘Eternal Principles.”’ 

Every now and then some strenuous 
gentleman arises in a back pew and 
insists that there must be no aban- 
donment by the democratic party of 
this or that “eternal principle.” The 
gentleman is correct. Eternal princi- 
ples should not be monkeyed with. 
They should not be abandoned after 
the fashion of unwelcome kids, nor 
left standing alone on the field of bat- 
tle by those who are too timid to feel 
the ardor of a fracas. In so far we 
agree thoroughly with the gentleman 
in the back pew. 

But there are some principles that 
are eternal and some that are tem- 
poral, and it requires often a very 
wise discrimination to identify them. 

In the matter of dealing with our 
new possessions, near or remote, there 
are certain fundamental! principles of 
constitutional government which are 
essentially democratic. They might 
fairly be classified. among our “eter- 
nal principles,” but they are not vio- 
lated when we recognize fixed facts of 
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* to dispute, it has been judicially de- 
 @ided that a man may even come toa 
stop without violating the law. 
, according to one of the Phila- 
judges, is not a corpus delicti 


etary possession of the Philippines, 
and the adop.ion of a policy that will 
prepare an unprepared people by edu- 
cation, experience and drill to under- 
stand our eternal principles of democ- 
racy, and then to embrace or refuse 
them. It is not an eternal principle 
of the democracy to rescue an Op 
pressed people from one breed of 
tyrants only to abandon them to na 
tive anarchy, or the seizure and slav- 
ery that another rapacious tyrant 
might impose upon them. 

The list might be lengthened that 
would demonstrate our point, but we 
need not enlarge it here. The truth is 
apparent enough that in politics, and 
even in the same political party, the 
old rule applies—‘“in essentials, uni- 
ty; in non-essentials, liberty!” 
Times change and issues change with 
them. The policy upon a given sub- 
ject, whether of finance, administra- 
tion or what not, that seemed urgent 
and essential in a past campaign may 
be altogether impracticable and im- 
politic today. Manifestly, it is absurd 
to/label such etpedients with the mis- 
leading title of “eternal principles.” 

The democracy of the nation is not 
straitened for issues that are essen- 
tial now and has before it the fighting 
ground of the whole nation in which to 
reassert and contend for those princi- 
ples of its creed that are eternal as 
the hills and as needful in every free 
republic as the air and the soil. They 
are quite sufficient to supply the spirit 
of a union of democrats that will be 
invincible and beneficent.

Philippine Question Responsible for 
the Fray—Money Wants Islands 
Turned Loose.

HE CALLS OILY 


Washington, February 19.—The senate 
continued the consideration of the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill today, the main speeches 
being made by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, 
for the bill, and Mr. Money, of Mississip- 
pi, against it, although Mr. Mitchell, of 
Oregon; Mr. Foraker, of Ohio: Mr. Mal- 
lory, of Florida, and Mr. Tillman, of 
South Carolina, all touvuk more or less 
part in the general debate on the sub- 
ject. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Tillman, of 
South Carolina, was adopted directing 
the civil service commission to transmit 
to the senate a statement showing the 
apportionment of the employees in the 
various departments of the government 
from the several states and the District 
of Columbia, together with the percent- 
ages of employees in the departments. 

Mr. Burrows said that congress now 
was dealing with Philippine questions as 
they were found today, and not as they 
had been in the ‘past or might be én the 


future. He felt that the nation was con- 
fronted by a condition and not by a 
theory. 


“We hoid,” said he, “the Philippine is- 
lands by a title that cannot be chal- 
lenged by any court in Christendom. We 
have become responsible for them to the 
nations of the world. The pending bill 
smply provides revenues sufficient to 
meet the needs of the government of the 
Philippines.”’ 

Tillman Prods Burrows. 

While the Michigan senator was reading 
the proclamation of President McKinley, 
known as the “benevolent assimilation” 
proclamation, Mr. Tillman interrupted to 
inquire if he contended that the presi- 
dent had authority to issue that procla- 
mation. 

“No doubt of it,”” replied Mr. Burrows. 
While the treaty had been ratified. he 
said, the president had ample authority 


+} to issue such a proclamation as a guide 


to the military commanders in the Phil- 


ippines. 
“In other words.” suggested Mr. Til!- 
man, “although that proclamation sedu- 


lously ignored the political status of the 
Fipinos, it wa’ expected that the 9,000,- 
00 people would accede to its provisions.” 

Mr. Culberson interrupted to say that 
the proclamation was considered so ex- 
treme that a part of it was suppressed 
by General Otis. 

Mr. Burrows declined to be 
further from his areument bv 
man, as “the questions of the senator 
from South Carolina evidently are not 
intended to {illuminate the subject.’’ 

Mr. Burrows contended that while the 
Pirénos desired a good government they 
did not, as a whole, desire independence, 
because {it was realized bv the hest in- 
formed of them that an independent gov- 
ernment in the archinelago was neither 
practicable nor desirable. The Filininos, 
he asserted, were not prepared efther by 
education or experience for independence, 
and could not maintain it if it were 
granted to them. 

Mallory Opposes Measure. 

Mr. Mallory, of Florfaa. declared his 
opposition to the principles underlying 
the nending measure and to the specific 
provisions of the bill. He made an ar- 
gument in support of his promosed amend- 
ment to the bill, which, he said, was de- 
signed to make it conform to certain 
principles of navigation that have been 
in operation for many years, 

Mr. Mo*%lorv’s amendment provided, in 
brief, that the navigation laws of the 
Tinifed States, suitably modified, should 
be applied to traffic between the United 
States and the Philippines and among the 
islands of the archipélago. 

He maintained that the proposition of 
the maforitv to admit forefgn ships to 
our coastwise trade was so great an in- 
novation that it ought not to be consid- 
ered lichtly. 

Mr. Mallory did not want to embarrass 
the shipping on the Pacific. so he had 
fixed, in his amendment, a fimit of time 
during which foreign ships should enjoy

participation in the Philippine trade. 
That limit was Julv 1, 19%. After that 
time, according to his amendment. the 


Tinited States navigation laws would ap- 
ply to the Philippine trade absolutely. 

Mr. Mallory maintained that congress 
should control the navigation trade be- 
tween the Philjppines and the United 
States and the trade among the islaids 
tremselves, and not the Philippine com- 
mission. If his amendment were adopted 
it would do away with some of the se- 
rious objections to the proposition of the 
majority. As it stood that was a measure 
unsound in principle and unwise in rol- 
icy, but if his amendment were adopted 
the majority proposition would at least be 
rendered somewhat better. ? 
Tillman Calls Burrows Oleaginous. 

Mr. ‘Tillman presented a number of 
public documents, as he said, in refuta- 
tion of st2tements made by Mr. Burrows 
in his address earlier in the day. These 
papers generally bore upon_the treatment 
by the United States of the inhabitants 
of newly acquired countries and were in- 
tended to show that they have in the 
pest been received as citizens. He lald 
etress upon the difference of the circum- 
stanees connected with the acquisition 
of Louisiana and those connected with 
the acquisition of the Philippines. The 
former he characterized as democratic 
expansion—the latter as republican subju- 
gation. ' 

Speaking. of the Philippines, he said that 
our conduct in those islands had been so 
infamous that it should cause a blush 
of shame to mentle the cheek of every 
American. Quoting President McKinl*y’s 
announcement that we must pursue a 
method of ‘‘benevolent assimilation” of 
the Filipinos, Mr. Tillman said that the 
assimilation which had been practiced 
could be contrasted to nothirg so well as 
the narable of the lamb and lion. It 
would be found, he said, when they 
showed up that the lamb would be inside 
the lion. He spoke of the effort of bui!d- 
ing up American schools in the . Philip- 
pines as “mawkish sentimentality,’ say- 
ing that the system could be of no avail 
in view of the fact that the teachers sent 
over know nothing of the language of the 
Filipinos and the Filipinos nothing of the 
English language. “And yet,’ he said, 
“this is the system advocated by the 
Cleaginous senator from Michigan and 
presumably indorsed by his constituents, 
the pecple of Michigan.”’ 

Taking this to be the position of the 
people of that state, he exclaimed, ‘‘May 
God have mercy on their pusillanimous 
souls.”’ 

Mr. Moncey, of Mississippi, replied. to 
some points if the speech made by Mr. 
Mitchell a few days since. 


Let Islands Go, Says Money. 


The important question was rot what 
sheuld be done fcr the Filipinos, said Mr. 
Money, but what should be done for sur 
cwn people. Jur position is, he argucd, 
‘iable to bring on war with other natioiis 
at any time, when the $1,500,000 per weck 
expenditure cf the present time wou.d 
be vastly increased. 

“We should get rid of the islands in our 
cwn interest,’’ Mr. Mcney went on, “‘and 
especially for the purpose of eradicating 
from cur country the practice on 
part of congress of conferrimg autocratic 
powers on the executive. We will tind 
before we terminate this experiment that 
the saddest day in our history is the day 
that we signed the Spanish treaty. 

Replying to Mr. Tillman, Mr. Foraker 
said that the people of Louisiana »vad 
not been allowed to elect a governor or 
the judiciary of that territory, and that 
the govergment established in the Phil- 


ippines is/far more liberal than the gov-

ernment established in Louisiana by Jef- 
ferson and the democrati@ congress of 
that day. 

Interrupting, Mr. Tillman said the pres- 
ident appoints the governors of all terri- 
tories, and, admitting this, Mr. Foraker 
said that no more-authority is requested 
now in the case of the Philippines.- This 
Statement led Mr. Tillman to say that 
congress had granted no authority for 
such appointment. 

“The governor of the Philippines is the 
governor by appointment,’’ said Mr. Fur- 
aker in reply, ‘“‘and he is as ch sgov- 
érnor as Mr. Claiborne was governor of 
Louisiana under Jefferson’s appointment. 

Messrs. Tillman and Money called at- 
tention to the fact that Claiborne’s n>m- 
ination had been confirmed by the senate, 
while no such confirmation had taken 
place in the case of Governor Taft 

Proceeding, Mr. Foraker’ said that 
neither in the case of Louisiana nor the 
Philippines had the people been bought 
when the territery became part of the 
United States, and there is, he contended, 
no more attempt to govern the people of 
the Philippines without their consent 
than there was in the case of the pevple 
of Louisiana. 

Messrs. Tillman and Carmack made the 
point that an early promise of statehood 
had been made in the case of Louisiana. 

The senate then adjourned.

Favor Concessions. 


THE QUESTiON IS CONSIDERED 


Strong Objection to Any Course That 
Would Endanger American 
Sugar Interests. 


Washington, February 19.—The repub- 
lican members of the ways and means 
committee began their conference today 
on the subject of Cuban reciprocity. No 
decision was reached and the conference 
will be resumed tomorrow. 

Representative Tawney brought  for- 
ward the proposition of Representative 
Morris, of Minnesota, proposing an in- 
crease in the general duty on raw sugar 
and then a payment to the Cuban treas- 
ury of’ an amount equal to 30 per cent 
of the receipts from Cuban imports for 
a term of three years. 

Much of the time of the conference 
was taken in going over the showing 
Cuba had made at the recent hearings, 
it being urged by some of the members 
that any relief should be pased on the 
actual distress existing in the islands 
and not upon any prospective and in- 
definite distress of the future. Another 
view strongly urged on the conference 
was ‘that no concession should be made 
to Cuba which would endanger,the fu- 
ture of the American industries of cane 
or beet sugar. It was stated after the 
conference that the general tendency 
did not appear to be strongly favorable 
to granting concessions, although it was 
believed that in deference to the wide- 
spread public sentiment favorable to 
such concessions, some action in that 
line should be, and probably would be, 
matured at the subsequent conferences. 

New Yorkers Plead for Cuba. 

New York, February 19.—Cuba’s needs 
and what this country should do to 
prosper the people whose freedom it ac- 
complished were set forth tonigjt at a 
mass meeting in Carnegie hall by prom- 
inent speakers of both political parties. 
At the close resolutions were adopted 
indorsing the sentiments of President 
Roosevelt ‘and Secretary Root regard- 
ing tariff concessions to Cuba, and say- 


ing: 

‘We indorse the declaration of Mr. 
Palma, president-elect of the Republic 
of Cuba, that a reduction of 50 per cent 


in our duties on Cuban produgts is the 
least under which Cuban industries can 
live and prosper, and believe that this 
should be the minimum of our conces- 
sions to Cuba in return for an equal 
concession in her duties on our products 
imported into Cuba.’”’ 

General Stewart L. Woodford, who was 
ambassador to Spain before the war, 
presided. The speakers included Edward 
M. Shepard, Edward Lauterbach and Ww. 
Bourke Cockran. 

General Woodford made a plea to the 
audience to remember the last speech of 
President McKinley in which he advo- 
cated reciprocity with foreign countries. 

Edward M. Shepard pointed out that 
every chamber of commerce in the entire 
country, almost every financial interest, 
the public and the press were for grant- 
ing reciprocity to Cuba. 

Edward Lauterbach took the ground 
that the republican party assumed the 
responstbility for the war and would see 
to it that Cuba lives in happy content- 
ment. 

Bourke Cockran, after drawing atten- 
tion to the united voice of the chief exec- 
utive and the secretary of war, ratsed in 
favor of granting concessions, pointed out 
that no measure of relief had as yet been 
adopted by congress or any efficient 
agency. He said the public conscience 
has aroused to the right of the claims of 
Cuba and the people are now demanding 
that the laws of the land shall be made 
to conform to the laws of morality. 


FOR A GREAT COAL COMBINE. 


Plans Forming for Trust with Capi- 
tal of $250,000,000. 
Pittsburg, Pa., February 19.—Plans for 
one of the greatest coal mining company 
mergings in the history of the country, 
which includes the consolidation of the 
Pittsburg Coal Company, the Mononga- 
hela River Consolidated Coal and Coke 
Company, and practically all of the com- 
peting interests of these companies in the 
Ohio, West Virginia and Illinois ficlds, 
are again attracting attention in financial 

circles. 

Recent rumors of the consolidation of 
the river coal combine with the United 
States Steel Corporation have been prac- 
tically denied. That there are other 
plans, however, has been admitted and 
conferences have been held in the east 
during the past week by officers of the 
two Pittsburg coal combines.

CHARGED TO THE MOSQUITO. 


Sanitary Experts Say the Insect 
Transmits Yellow Fever. 

Havana, February 19.—The mosquito 
and its relation to yellow fever was the 
subject of discussion before the sanitary 
ecngress today. Major W. C. Gorgas, 
chief sanitary officer of Havana; Major 
Harvard, chief .surgeon of the medical 
department in Cuba, and Drs. Finley and 
Ros read papers on the subject. 

The congress adopted a resolution sét- 
ting forth that the styonyra faseata mos- 
quito is the only means of the transm'‘s- 
sion of yellow fever yet discovered, and 
that the prophylaxis to be adopted shouid 
be directed toward the destruction of this 
mosquito, or, where this is not possible, 
toward effecting the isolation of the peo- 
ple from it. 

Dr. Porter, of the Florida state board 
of health,. voted against this resoluti »n. 
as he did not believe the mosquito to be 
the only cau§e of the transmission of ve!- 
low fever so far discovered. Dr. Porter 
said he voiced the opinion of the medical 
men and the public of Florida. 


One Camp in Texas. 

Washington, February  19.—Secretary 
Root said today that wifhouft Intending 
to commit himself with respect to the 
sites recommended by the army post 
board for military camps, he was per- 
sonally of opinion that one such camp 
should be located in Texas and another in 
the northwest.

BREAKERS AHEAD FOR CUBA 
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BARBARIC WAR 
IS NOT WAGED 


Root Declares That Filipinos 
Are Not Tortured by Ameri- 
can Troops. — 


ATROCIOUS LIES ARE SENT 
REGARDING OUR SOLDIERS 


On the Other Hand the Filipinos 
Have Waged a Savage War. 
Governor Taft Admits That 
there Is No Free 
Speech. 


Washington, February 19.—Responding 
to an inquiry from Senator Lodge the 
secretary of war today sent a large num- 
ber of papers bearing upon the charge 
that_cruelty is. practiced bythe American 
troops on the natives of the Philippines. 
Senator Lodge presented the documents 
in the senate. 

Among the documents forwarded are 
the records of 131 investigations into such 
charges and the secretary says thai 
“every report of charge of this tescrip- 
tign, which has at any time been brought 
to the notice of the war department, has 
been made the subject of prompt inves- 
tigation.’”’ He adds that in substantially 
every case inquired into the report has 
proved to be either unfounded or grossly 
exaggerated. 

He also says the department is now en. 
gaged in conducting an investigation into 
the charge made in the senate last week 
that the ‘“‘water cvre’’ is the favorite 
torture of the American, and especially 
of the Macabebe scouts, to force the na- 
tives to give informaticn, and that a sol- 
dier who was with Generai Funston had 
stated that he hed helped to administer 
the “‘water cure’ to 160 natives, all of 
whom but twenty-six died. 

An Atrocious Lie. 

He inclosed a covy cf a Ictter received 
from General Funston, dated February 
2, 1902, in which he declares the state: 
ment to be an “atrocious lie without the 
slightest foundation of fact,’’ and also a 
letter from Lieutenant Batson, the com- 
mander of the Macabebe scouts, to the 
sume effect. 

Copies of the army regulations prohibit-. 
ing cruelty are also forwarced, as are 
the memorandum in forty-four cases of 
cfficers, soldiers and camp followers who 
nave been tried, and thirty-nine of them 
convicted, for violation of these orders. 

Presenting the other side of the picture, 
Secretary Root says: 

“This war on the part of the Filipinos has 
been conducted with the barbarous cruel- 
ty common among uncivilized races, and 
with general disregard to the rules of 
civilized warfare. They celiberately 
adopted the policy of killing all natives, 
however peaceful, who were friendly’ to 
our government, and in literally thou- 
sands of instances these poor creatures, 
dependent upon our soldiers for protection 
have been assassinated. The Filipino 
troops have frequently fired upon our 
men from under protection of flags of 
truce, tortured to death American sol- 
Giers and prisoners who have fallen into 
their hands, buried alive both Americans 
and friendly natives, and horribly muti- 
latea tre bodies of the Ametican dead. 
That the soldiers fighting agaist such an 
enemy, and with their own eyes witness- 
ing such deeds, should ceczesiorally be re- 
gardless of their oraers and retaliate by 
unjustifiable severities, is not incredible. 
That s‘ich occurrences have heen sanc- 
tioned or permitted is nof true. A con- 
stant ard effective pressure of prohibi- 
tion, precept and discipline have been 
mairtained against.them.- 

Taft Continues His Story. 

Among the questions pertaining to the 
Fhilippines discussed by Governor Taft 
teday in his testimony before the senate 
committee on the Philippines was the at- 
titude of tne different retigious sects to- 
ward one another. He said that generally 
the relationship is friendfy and that the 
evangelical churches are seeking to ge- 
cure a foothold in the islands. 
tc questions he said that from twenty- 
five to fifty persons had been deported 
from the Philippines and that they were 
all sent to Guam by the military authori- 
ties becnuse they are considered irrecon- 
cilables, whose presence was injurious. 

He said in reply to Senator Allison that 
so far as the Philippine advocates of in- 
Cependence had expressed themselves all 
of them desired that the United States 
should continue its } rotection of the 
islands; in other words, they wanted inr- 
dependence with a United States protec- 
tc rate. 

The witness was asked a great number 
cf questions about the Malolos constitu- 
tion. He said that the convention which 
adopted it had been made up largés of 
residents of Manila, althougl deeenated 
by Aguinaldo, to represent the various 
rrovinces. Comparatively few of the Fili- 
pinos, he said, are familiar with the con- 
stitution of the United States, and he did 
not believe that Aguinaldo is among thos® 
who fave this familiarity. 

No Liberty of Press. 

“Are the newspapers at liberty to ad- 
vocate the independence of the islards?’’ 
asked Senator Culberson. 

“They are under the restrictions im- 
posed by the statutes which we discussed 
vesterday just as others are,’’ the wit- 
ness responded. 

“Therefore, they 
such a course?’ 

“That is the effect of the statute while 
the war continues.’’ 

Referring to the climatic and health 
conditions of the islands Governor Taft 
said the health of the troops there when 
not engaged in campaigning is about as 
good as it would be in southern cities. The 
climate is not severe, nor is it a Jisaeree- 
able place in which to live, but the con- 
tinued high temperature becomes, after a 
time, wearing upon Americans and Euro- 
peans.

PRETTY WOMAN . 
IN PRISON CELL 


Sarah JaneWard Said To Have 
Murdered Sallie Simpson 
While She Slept. 


PRISONER BROUGHT TO 
ATLANTA LAST NIGHT 


The Crime Was Committed in Banks 
County, Ga.—Allieged Murderess 
Disappeared and Was Caught 
in Arkansas—Her State- 
ment to Constitution. 


When Deputy Sheriff H. B. Hender- 


son, of Banks county, Georgia, walked 
into police barracks last night at 12 
o’clock accompanied by a handsome 
young woman and said to the station 
sergeant, “I wish you would hold this 
prisoner for murder,” the attaches at 
the barracks thought at first the man 
was joking. 

The alleged murderess was Sarah Jane 
Ward, aged 23, a fair-haired, blue-eyed 
girl with a bright, rosy complexign. 
This gentle maiden was charged with 
committing a most foul murder. She is 
said to have crept into a room where 
another young woman was asleep and 
with a pistol blew out her brains. She 
smiles and denies the charge. After the 
murder she disappeared and was caught 
at Louisville, Ark. . 

Her husband, Charles Ward, is serving 
a sentence in the penitentiary, and she 
says he was convicted of trying to cut 
out a child’s tongue. 

The story as told at the barracks last 
night sent a thrill of horror through 
those who heard it and it was hard for 
them to helieve that so young and so 
gentle looking a woman could have ever 
nerved herself up to commit such a 
brutal deed as is charged against her. 


Murdered While She Slept. 

Sarah Jane Ward is the daughter of 
James Hicks, o1 Gafnesville. Last sum- 
mer she and MiSs Sallie Simpson quar- 
reled. They both lived in Banks county, 
near Gillville postoffice. On the night of 
the 12th‘of last Séptember Sallie Simp- 
son was murdered in her bed at night, 
the murderer or murderess having gone 
into her room while she slept and shot 
her in the head with a pistol. Witnesses 
stated they had seen Sarah Jane Ward 
enter the house and afterwards leave it. 
The report of the pistol was heard about 
the time she was In the house. Before 
the officers had time to fully investigate 
the case Sarah Jane Ward disappeared. 
The grand jury investigated the murder 
and indicted her. 

A letter written to Banks county by 
Mrs: Ward caused the offleers to locate 
her and her arrest occurred a few days 
ago. 

Prisoner Denies Her Guilt. 

While the prisoner appeared to be a 
quiet and mild-mannered girl, there was 
a glitter about her eyes when she talked 
that gave evidence of temper. When 
questioned about the charge against her. 
She said: 

“IT did not kill Sallie Simpson, I don’t 
know who kit’@d her. The reason I left 
home was because my friends advised 
me to do so. I can’t tell you how Sallie 
Simpson was killed. My husband is in 
the penitentiary for trying to cut a 
child’s tongue out. H4 has been there 
five years and he was there when Sallie 
Simpson was killed. That is all I can 
tell you about it.” 

The deputy sheriff says there is strong 
circumstantial evidence against the pris- 


oner and he believes there will be no 
trouble about convicting her of the 
murder.

Suit Against the Government for 
Extra Work on the Savannah 
Public Building. 

Miles & Bradt, contractors who erect- 
ed the new postoffice building at Sa- 
vannah, have brought suit against the 
government for extra work and extra 
material furnished in the Savannah 

court house and postoffice building. 

The contract entered into between the 
government and the contractors bears 
date of August 26, 18%, and called for

AT LEAST TEN TEAMS WILL 


ENTER THE SIX-DAY RACE 


NLY ten teams will be allowed 
() to start in the Atlanta six-day 
race, which starts Fgbruary 24 at 


the Coliseum track. Ten teams is a 
great many on so steeply a banked 
track. Philadelphia had but nine and 
Boston would allow but ten. At Mad- 
ison Square Garden fifteen teams start- 
éd. but only jen teams went in the 
second day, many of those starting be- 
ing dummies in reality. 

There are at least twelve teams in 
sight for the Atlanta race and Prince 
is now scratching his head industriously 
to determine just what to do in the mat- 
ter. He may igluce the riders who are 
contracted to start in a race with ten 
teams to after the schedule and allow 
In Atlanta’s race, 
which is to be but four hours daily, there 
will be such frequent changes made by 
the teams that twenty riders will be en- 
gaged all the time. In four hours the 
riders will make fhe pace so warm that 
frequent changes, far more frequent than 
in any previous race of this sort, will 
have to be made. These changes will 
be made on the fly, while going at a gait 
of 2% miles in the hour. The rider re- 
lieved then ricts to the top of the bank 
or off on the flat. 

An immense field of starters would be 
certain to bring accidents and might rob 
the race of some of the teams certain 
to finish. The management looks for 
quite the warmest race ever seen, both 
as regards speed and competitive quali- 
ties. The men entered are of the fast- 
est in the world, including the unpaced 
champion of the world, Will S. Fenn, 
and Turville and Lawson, and many 


more. Fenn is also the 2-mile world's 
champion. Such men as these will make 
the race a terrible affair almost from 
the start. 


Eight hours a day in Philadelphia in- 
variably brought four hours of sprinting 
before the field settled down and as 
the crowds did not come until evening, 
Prince made this race four hours daily 
in order that all the sharp riding might 
be seen and enjoyed in the evening. The 
race will start each night at 6:30 o’clock

| and finish at 10:30. It will in reality be 
a twenty-four-hour sprint race. 
Expect To Make 600 Miles. 

Six hundred miles in twenty-four hours 
is the figure which the riders believe 
they will reach in the six-day race at the 
Coliseum which starts on February 2. 
That is equivalent to a speed of 2 miles 
an hour all the way and is not im- 
possible with such a field. On the first 


and second days, at Philadelphia, 
23 miles an hour was averaged 
on a 12-lap track in sixteen 
hours of riding. Atlanta's race is 


for the twenty-four-hour championship, 
and there are entered at least five teams 
which count most confidently upon win- 
ning the race. 

Leander and Rutz are especially con- 
fident. Leander finished for the team at 
Boston and at Philadelphia. At Boston 
he was beaten by a foot by McFar- 
land, who fs now under suspension for 
six months for inciting riot. At Phila- 
delphia Freeman, who may be a competi- 
tor in Atlanta, defeated Leander by not 
over a foot an@ Monroe was given decis- 
ion for* second. Leander questioned ‘fhe 
decision. Both these races were so easy 
for this team that they say they know 
of no reason why they should not win in 
Atlanta. But W. 8S. Fenn believes that 
he may break up the Rutz and Leander 
combination. Fenn was not in shape 
when he started south, but in or out 
of shape he is a most wonderful rider, 
Fenn's partner, Frank J. Cadwell, is 
well known in Atlanta, as last spring he 
defeated Harry Elkes out at the expo- 
sition vark. 

Jimmy Bowler, of Chicago, and Nat 
Butler, of Boston, form a combination 
which may prove a surprising one. Bowl- 
er followed Walthour closely in the Mem- 
phis six-day one hour daily race. He 
is much stronger now. Jimmy Hunter 
does not think it possible that these 
men from the north will run away from 
him. He has been working hard and 
Hunter has the prestige of a great win in 
a six-day race to build upon. There are 
many more good teams up in the race 
and great record-breaking work is expect- 


ed to result.

Record of Israel Ritter, Who Navi- 

gated the Susquehanna for Years. 
' Philadelphia Inquirer: A few days ago 
a unique celebration was held in the little 
town of Liverpool, Perry county, Penn- 
sylvania, when Israel P. Ritter commem- 
crated with appropriate ceremonies his 
completion of the distance of six times 
eround the world in a férry boat. 

For thirtv-four: yeers Mr. Ritter has 
been pusiting a ferry beat across the Sus- 
quelanna river, carrying passengers from 
Liverpoo] station on one side to the town 
of Liverpool on the other, and during that 
time he has made the enormous round 
number of 150,000 miles of ferriage, and it 
is well worthy of commemoration. Liver- 
poo!}-is 30 miles or so above Harrisburg, 
end at this particular point the Susque- 
hanna river, by accureste measurement, is 
reported to be seven-elghths of a mile 
wide as the crow files, but the river is 
full of rocks arid grass patches, and the 
passige across is consequently most wifd- 
ing and intricate. Mr. Ritter is noted 
for his remarkable skill in avoiding 
treacherous places and in discovering safe 
passageways. He is one of the most skill- 
ful ferzsymen in the country, argi has had 
a wider experience and met with more 
thrilling adventures on his little ferry 


toat than any fellow-craftsman known of.. 


During the thirty-four years of his ca- 
reer a3 a ferryman he has discovered 
three tortuous channels which afford a 
passage for a narrow, double-pointed ca- 
noe prope.led by a’ pole. These openings 
have proved very valuable when the Sus- 
quehanna: has been- low or the regular 
ferry route blocked, as has frequently 
been the case. 

All these courses are so winding that 
none but an expert handler of the pole 
or paddle would think of following their 
turnings. The three courses are called 
respectively Ritter’s Upper, Middle and 
Lower Course, and as the water in the 
river becomes lower each course is aban- 
doned in ‘ts turn. As yet the river has 
never been’.so low as to make the lower 
course impassale, and if ever things do 
reach that limit, Mr. Ritter laughingly 
says, ‘“‘folks can wade across.”’ 

No matter what the obstacle, how cold 
the weather, how thick the ice in some 
portions, how treacherous the river, how 
strong the gale, Mr. Ritter never fails to 
make at least two trips daily across the 
Susquehanna, which he loves as a friend. 

Twice a day he pushes 6®@ from Liver- 
pool station on one side of the river and 

lides across the stream to the town of 
siverpool on the opposite bank. He is 
charged with an important trust on these 
trips, which are made one in the morn- 
ing and the other at abou 4 p.m. At 
these times Uncle Sam employs him to 
carry the mail back and forth, and. very 
proud is the .erryman of his valuable 
cargo. Since he first commenced to push 
his ferry boat across from Liverpool Sta- 
tion to Liverpool, in 1867, Mr. Ritter has 
never once missed making these trips for 
the mail, although during the thirty-four 
years there have been days when to a 
less proficient and determined ferryman 
the river would have been unnavigable. 

Mr. Ritter has had the advantage of 
watching the evolution of the ferry boat 
from the skiff stage to the present day 
steamboat. 

The importance of the ferryman has 
increased rather than diminished with 
the flight of time. Late in the spring of 
this year the Pennsvlvania canal was 
abandoned and since then all grain. coal, 
ties, etc., are ferried across the Susque- 
ae by Mr. a thus making the 
erryman a man o ea se | 
alam the-clane great importance all 

He is tustly go aaticficed « Uh his exe- 
cution of the trust, and remarked recent- 


all that length of time I have also been 


transporting billetdoux, business letters, 
checks, ete, and never once since 1867 
have 1 missed a mail. Twice a day al- 
ways and sometimes oftener for ten years 
I poled my flat bottom boat from Liver- 
pool station to Liverpool. Ferrymen in 
those days requinid muscle as well as 
brain. It was no easy task, I can tell 
you, to push the boat across the stream 
in midwinter, when the wind was blow- 
ing a gale and when two or more passen- 
gers added to the weight of the. boat. 

“Ferrying in the sixties was not the 
cinch job it is now, with all the twentieth 
century improvements to back up muscle 
and head work. The exercise was vigor- 
ous enough with mercury down around 
freezing, but it set the blood to dancing 
then and made a fellow feel good. The 
real hard work came during hot, sultry 
August days. Talk about the romance 
and coolness of the picturesque Susque- 
hanna! Just let some of those dreamy- 
eyed, long-haired poets, actors, actresses, 
and great orators change piaces with the 
ferryman who poles his boat across the 
river when it is 100 in the shade—and 
there’s no shade to be found—guess they 
cou change those verses somewhat 
then. 

“I've never had ~; accident, although T 
have come within an ace of being caught 
between ice cakes during February 
thaws, and have been out in gales when 
many an old sea captain would have pre- 
ferred an ocean liner to a frail rowboat 
Once I came near having the mail water 
soaked. I was leaving Liverpool on a re 
turn trip. with an extra number of let‘e*s, 
when a heavy storm came up. My hoat 
leaked and the rain descended in qu*h 
sheets that it was impossible for to 
keep the boat dry. The mail bag lay on 
the bottom of the boat and was fpretty 
wet before I thought of it. I bailed with 
one hand, rowed with the other, Aied the 
mail bag around my neck, threw;smy coat 
over it, fastened it by the sleevés, and so 
reached the opposite shore ithout a 
mishap. Perhaps the ardor #f some of 
the love letters was dampered slightly, 
but otherwise no damage was done. 

“Shortly after this, about 1891 or ix%, 
the rocks .in the Susquehanna became 
troublesome, the river sank to a low ebh. 
and the course which IT usuallv followed 
across the stream became impossible. 
Then I discarded the clumsy rowboat for 
the light. swift canoe. There certainly 
was poetry in paddling up and down the 
river in one of these easily managdi ‘fer- 
ry boats,’ and when I first got the canoe 
I would make trips just for the pleasure 
of the thing. going on exploring expedt- 
tions and discovering mary valuable 
points about the river. 

“It was in the canoe that I menned out 


nv three .courses—Upper, Middle and 
Lower—and it is onlv in one of these 
boats. so favered bv the Indians. that ¢he 


tortuous windings of the channels can be 
followed. Not another person on the 
river can successfully navigate these 
courses, unless I am 9n the Jead, and even 
then they frequently get stuck. 

“This spring. when the Pernsvivania 
canal went out of business, I was civen 
the work of carrying the erain. coal, ete., 
across the river. and so was obliged ‘to 
put aside my paddies and go te the wheel. 
The steam-provelled ferry boat Is all 
rieht. and quite an improvement on the 
other craft. but I look back with regret 
upon mv canoe, and of a summer evening 
ashen the buciness hours are over T nush 
from the shore and in mv canoe. which 
seers fairly alive with motion. shoot off 
across the water.: Then I know what the 
took fellows mean when they speak of the 
‘spell of the river,’ for there certainly ts 
a charm about such sport, even to an old 
fellow ‘ike me, who haus left romance 
and foolishness away behind him. 

“My son is ferrvman No. 5, and al- 
tnough he hasn't quite as many years’ 
‘«xpnerience behind him as his old Jad, 
William is quite an expert. My little 7- 
year-old grandson takes naturally to the
